STAFF REPORTS

a. AM No. 11-096: Quarterly Financial Report

Ms. Malisa Files, Financial Planning Manager, provided & report
to the Mayor and Members of the Council regarding the 2011 First
Quarter Financial Report. Ms. Files and Members of the Council
discussed revenue and expense specifics, an upcoming budget
adjustment, and changes to the General Fund structure.

b. BEM No. 11-097: Redmond’s Participation in the King County
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) Consortium

Ms. Brooke Buckingham, Senior Planner, provided a report to the
Mayor and Members of the Council regarding Redmond’ s
participation 1in the King County Community Development Block
Grant Conscrtium. The presentation addressed:
e history;
» for the last six vyears, Redmond has participated as a
“general member’” of the King County Consortium;
» funding decisions are made by the subregion;
» the current Interlocal Agreement expires this year;
e options for CDBG; and
» HUD criteria may allow for other cptions for receiving
CDBG funds;
- status quo;
- Joint agreement (Shoreline, Renton, Federal Way);
- direct entitlement (Seattle, Bellevue);
» varying impacts related;
- local control of availlable funds;
- access to countywide CDBG programs;
- staffing levels and administrative responsibilities.

Ms. Buckingham and Members of the Council discussed a comparison
of the options.
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MOTION: Councilmember Margeson moved to direct staff
to develop a rescolution 1in support of
participating under & Jjoint agreement with
the consortium. The motion was seconded by
Councilmember Vache.

Councilmember Carson reported receilving a citizen contact
thanking the City o©f Redmond for speed patrols on 104" sStreet.
Councilmember Carson further reported he is 1in the process of
responding to a written contact.

Councilmember Stilin reported receiving a citizen inguiry
regarding the use of City park facilities for the purpcse of
ceonducting fitness classes. Staff is the process cf preparing
information for a response.

Councilmember Allen provided a follow-up repert to the citizen
contact she received regarding the location of the Evergreen
Hospital facility sign 1in the Bella Rottsga shopping center.
Evergreen Hospital has responded, ncting they will re-locate
their sign. Councilmember Allen alsc reported she had received
accolades from a citizen regarding the condition of Redmond park
facilities.

Councilmember Cole reported the PSRC discussed moving the SR520
Bridge project on to the next step; the discussion was not
unanimous.

Councilmember Myers reported regarding his attendance at the
National League of Cities Leadership Academy 1in Seattle.
Councilmember Myers noted his desire te research Redmond’s
partnering with a sister city.

Councilmember Cole relayed he had been contacted by King County
staff with their desire to speak with the Council about
reclaimed water. Mayor Marchione advised the +topic and
presentation could be added to a committee meeting agenda.
Councilmember Allen opined that King County could provide
corrections to the previocus staff report they assisted to put
together for Redmond, in writing.
